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Asbo for young 
toon tearaway

A 13-YEAR-OLD boy from Ely 
has been slapped with an Asbo. 

The order will help keep John 
Stone-Parker's behaviour in check 
for the next two years. 

The decision was made at Cambridge 
Juvenile Court, sitting at Cambridge Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court. 

Stone-Parker is now prohibited from 
possessing or consuming alcohol in a 
public place and being carried on a motor 
scooter or motorcycle. 

He is also banned from going onto any¬ 
one’s property without permission and 
engaging in any behaviour which causes 
nuisance, harassment, alarm or distress to 
others, or is threatening, abusive or 
insulting to others in Ely. 

Brian Tully, anti-social behaviour co¬ 
ordinator for East Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 
unity Safety Partnership, said: “Asbos are 
designed to be preventative, not punitive. 

“We want to bring an end to the episodes 
of anti-social behaviour for which John 
Stone-Parker has been responsible, and 
which have disrupted life for residents of 
Ely. 

“The restrictions imposed by the court 
are intended to provide protection to 
people who should be able go about their 
everyday business without the unpleasant¬ 
ness of encountering, or being the victims 
of, anti-social behaviour.

A LITTLEPORT man will 
have six points put on his 
driving licence the moment 
he passes his test. 

Samuel Flack was caught 
driving a car without L- 
plates or supervision on the 
A142 at Stuntney on Dec¬ 
ember 30. 

Four days later, police 
nabbed the 19 year old 
driving a motorbike along 
Ten Mile Bank without an 
MOT certificate or insur¬ 
ance. 

Flack, of Fishers Bank, 
pleaded guilty to two counts 
of driving without a licence, 
driving without third party 
insurance and driving with¬ 
out a test certificate when he 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court. 

He told the bench: “It had 
been a bad week and I was 
not really thinking right. 

“I know it was a rid¬ 
iculously stupid thing to 
do.” 

Flack, who has recently 
been made redundant, was 
fined £135 with £35 court 
costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Magistrates also ordered 
that six penalty points be 
added to his licence when he 
passes his driving test.

People’s Project hostel at around mid¬ 
night on May 17. 

The 24 year old had threatened to kill 
one of the residents after an argument, 
Ely magistrates heard. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “At 
around 9.30pm Harry Baker was at the 
skatepark in St lohn’s Road, Ely, when he 
saw Mr Webb cycle past. 

“Mr Webb went towards Mr Baker in 
an intimidating manner and was trying 
to get him to start fighting. But Mr Baker

did not respond to any of it as he did not 
want any trouble.” 

Webb, of the city’s Abbots Way, then 
tried to headbutt Mr Baker but he was 
able to duck away. 

Mrs Mardell added: “Mr Webb also 
threw a couple of punches at the victim. 
Mr Baker was in shock and tried to walk 
away but Mr Webb just kept coming back 
at him looking for a fight.” 

Webb then told Mr Baker, “I am going 
to kill you eventually,” before finally 
leaving the skatepark. 

Three hours later, Mr Baker heard 


Webb shouting his name outside the 
hostel where he lives. 

Webb shouted: “Harry Baker come 
outside” before punching the front door 
with his hands and headbutting the 
glass, Mrs Mardell added. 

The bench heard how a member of 
staff at the hostel was forced to gather 
residents together and take them into an 
office for safety. 

Mrs Mardell said: “The member of 
staff and residents were shaken and in 
fear. They were scared for their safety.” 

Webb pleaded guilty to assault by 
beating and using behaviour to cause 
fear of unlawful violence. 

The case was adjourned for pre-sen¬ 
tence reports. Webb will appear before 
magistrates again on June 18. 
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Pitch battle looms as 
residents reject camp

TRAVELLERS have launched a 
fresh bid for a new camp site, 
despite overwhelming opposition 
from residents. 

Plans for three caravans and one utility 
block at a disused builders’ yard in Hod 
Hall Lane, Haddenham, have attracted 40 
letters of objection from villagers who fear 
it could become a magnet for illegally 
parked caravans - dubbing it “the new 
Smithy Fen”. 

Haddenham Parish Council has also 
raised 19 different points of concern 
regarding the plans, while local 
councillors Ian Allen, Bill Hunt and 
Pauline Wilson have all spoken out against 
the scheme. 

The increased risk of flooding and 
problems with vehicle access and sewage 
have are among reasons cited by residents 
for planners to turn down the application. 

Cllr Pauline Wilson was particularly 
worried about the applicant’s desire to 
allow travelling caravans to stay on a 
nearby field, which could lead to more 
permanent camps. 

She said: “This sounds to me like this 
field is going to end up like Smithy Fen, in 
Cottenham, which has dozens of cara¬ 
vans. The size of the clearing could very 
well end up with seven pitches on it, not 
just one. 

“This site is a nature reserve and should 
not be used as a travellers’ site.” 

Many residents have also claimed that 
the application to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council is exactly the same as one 
that was rejected just five months ago. 

The application for four pitches has 
now been reduced to one, although 
residents say this pitch is the same size as 
the previous four combined. 

Haddenham district councillor Ian 
Allen, who is also the council’s travellers’ 
champion, believed planning officers 
were right to recommend the refusal of 
this latest application. 

He said: “There is very little difference 
between this application and the last - the 
concrete footprint is basically the same. 

“If the application had come forward 
with a reduced size pitch, then officers 
could have considered approval, but that 
isn’t the case.” 

But the Essex-based travellers look set 
to fight the recommendations after 
submitting a 38-page dossier outlining 
reasons why the pitch should be granted. 

The plans will be considered at the 
council’s planning meeting in the council 
chamber in Nutholt Road next Wednesday 
at 2pm.

“I hope he will respond 
positively to the order, and 
see it as a turning point in 
his life. 

“The consequence of 
failing to comply can be 
serious. 

“Breach of an Asbo is a 
criminal offence, and can 
result in a significant fin¬ 
ancial penalty, or imprison¬ 
ment.” 

The order was welcomed 
by John Yates, chairman of 


the Ely Neighbourhood 
Panel, a quarterly public 
consultation event. 

He said: “Anti-social beh¬ 
aviour in Ely has been 
identified as a policing 
priority at successive neigh¬ 
bourhood panel meetings. 

“Anti-social behaviour is 
simply not welcome in Ely 
and the neighbourhood 
panel process recognised 
the need to address this 
particular concern. 

“We have invested in

build a home for a needy 
African family.

Mr Sirot-Smith said: “We 
have a great bunch of 
students here and whilst 
they are going to be working 
very hard in Zambia, they 
are sure to gain an awful lot 
from the experience.

An estimated 60 per cent 
of Zambia’s population still 
live in squalid conditions in 
remote, rural areas.

The recipients of the 
house will purchase it with 
an interest free loan from 
Habitat, which they pay back 
in the form of rent. 

This money is then put 
towards building another 
home in the community.

planning a series of 
fundraising activities.

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said: “Officers were called to 
the collision and found an MG 
Z5 with extensive damage. 

“The car had collided with a 
fence and then into the pole, 


causing it to snap in half. 

“Officers managed to trace 
Mr Neal.” 

Neal told police he had lost 
control of the car after seeing 
two youths walking along the 
road. 

The car behind him had its 
full beams on, so he swerved to 
miss them but subsequently 
lost control. 

With seven points on his 
licence from the incident in 
2007, Neal pleaded exceptional 
hardship with the bench in a 


bid to stop them from banning 
him. 

Unrepresented, he said: “My 
life is in a mess at the moment. 

“I need to continue working 
as I am in thousands of pounds 
worth of debt. 

“Without my licence I will 
struggle with everything.” 

But magistrates banned Neal 
for six months. 

He was also fined £100 and 
ordered to pay £35 court costs. 


Dog owner 
locked up 
after attack 

A MAN who broke a dog’s leg 
in a vicious attack has been 
put behind bars after an 
RSPCA prosecution. 

Andy Williams, 27, of 
Deerfield Road, March, was 
given a 12-week custodial 
sentence by Wisbech mag¬ 
istrates and banned from 
keeping a pet for 10 years after 
attacking his English bull 
terrier. 

Williams, who denied the 
assault, was caught by his 
neighbours punching, throw¬ 
ing and dragging his dog. 

They said that the dog ran 
away from Williams in Deer¬ 
field Road. 

They caught the dog and 
Williams came to retrieve her. 

But, as he walked away, he 
punched the dog, threw her to 
the ground and punched her 
again. 

Police and the RSPCA were 
called and the dog was taken 
to a vet for treatment. 

Insp Richard Lythgoe said 
of the sentence: “This is a very 
good result, it really is the best 
we could have hoped for. 

“We hope this will send the 
right message out to other 
people who may intentionally 
hurt animals.” 


Cameras to go 
up on fen road 

WORK has started to install 
average speed check cam¬ 
eras on a notorious fenland 
road. 

Earth works started at the 
Forty Foot Bank Road, bet¬ 
ween Ramsey and Chatteris 
last week. 

New technology means 
that the cameras do not 
need the dedicated hard 
wired link between cameras 
required by previous sys¬ 
tems, making it better for 
instaRing along the banks, 
which are unstable. 

The unstable nature of 
the banks means the earth¬ 
works are being carried out 
in advance of the piling and 
foundation works and in¬ 
stallation of the camera 
system, scheduled for later 
this summer. 

Amanda Mays, road saf¬ 
ety engineering team leader 
for Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said: “This is the 
first time the county council 
has ever used average speed 
cameras on our roads. 

“Using the latest tech¬ 
nology means that it is a 
county first and we are at 
the forefront within the UK 
as well.”

A BTP spokesman said: “BTP can con¬ 
firm that a woman died after being struck 
by a train in Littleport on Wednesday, May 
27. 

“The incident is being treated as not 
suspicious.” 

The line was handed back to Network 
Rail at 5.07pm.

A PENSIONER from Ely could soon be 
handed an anti-social behaviour order 
(Asbo).

charged with two counts of using threat¬ 
ening words/behaviour to cause harass¬ 
ment/alarm/distress. 

No pleas were entered. 

The case was adjourned until June 11 for 
reports to be made. 

Hassean, of Wheatsheaf Close, was 
released on conditional bail not to contact 
Valerie Duncan, Pamela Croft or Janice 
Pears. 


FURIOUS parents are 
demanding action to 
tidy up a neglected play 
area in Ely 

Families in Columbine 
Road and neighbouring 
streets say they have been 
forced out of the recreation 
ground there because the 
grass is too long. 

As a result, dog owners are 
not picking up their pets’ 
mess from the field and the 
play area has become “in¬ 
accessible”. 

Barratts Housing, the dev¬ 
elopers of the site, is respon¬ 
sible for the maintenance of 
the open space but its land¬ 
scapers have gone into ad¬ 
ministration. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council is considering 
taking over the land from the 
administrators but no one is 
currently responsible for the 
site. 

Mother-of-four Sophie

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Martin, of Columbine Road, 
believes the council should 
cut the grass, even though it 
does not own the land. 

She said: “It is disgusting 
that we pay our council tax 
and the council cannot even 
be bothered to come out and 
cut the grass. 

“With four young children, 
the play area is perfect for me 
and other mums to take 
them to play in. 

“But for weeks now we 
have been forced off there 
because the grass is so high - 
it must be around two feet 
now 

“It is being left to go wild 
and soon it will be too over¬ 
grown to do anything with. 

“Even though the council 
is not yet responsible, I think 
it should maintain it for the 
benefit of people in Ely.” 



Another resident, Michelle 
Beveridge, said: “I have two 
children and our house faces 
the park and fields. 

“It is terrible and currently 
looks like a hay meadow. 

“Something has got to be 


done - even dog owners have 
stopped picking up after 
their animals now as they 
think it can just be hidden in 
the long grass.” 

But a spokesman from the 
district council said no work 
would be done on the site 
until the council had owner¬ 
ship of the land. 

He said: “We are in the 
process of adopting this open 
space in the west of Ely and 
as part of that we are looking 
into ownership. 

“The area is not our resp¬ 
onsibility yet and we have no 
duty to manage the area. 

“However, we do under¬ 
stand residents’ concerns, 
and this is why we have taken 
the positive step in trying to 
obtain the land, for the 
benefit of everyone.”

“Staff from the con¬ 
sulate have been to see 
her and they are in 
touch,” Mr Moss said. 

“She is able to talk to 
her family. 

“Some relatives came 
to see me and I have 


been in touch with the 
Foreign Office and I will 
do what I can to help.” 

Mr Moss said he 
thought that Miss 
Shepherd had been 
arrested on suspicion of 
trying to smuggle coc¬ 
aine. 

“My understanding is 
that she has been arr¬ 


ested and is waiting to 
hear whether she will 
be charged,” he said. 

“I’m not sure where 
she is.” 

A Foreign Office 
spokesman said “con¬ 
sular support” was 
being provided and 
staff were in touch with 
relatives.

City needs a 
parking plan 

Sir, I am writing regarding Christine 
Jones’s response to my letter 
concerning on-street parking for 
residents of Ely (Reclaim streets for 
the people - Letters, May 21) 

Many of her points are well- 
considered. Although neither of us 
drive, both of our households have 
one car, and off-street parking. Not 
every homeowner in Ely has that 
convenience, however. 

I believe now, as I did before, that the 
council should sell residential 
permits to be displayed inside the 
windscreens of residents’ vehicles, 
and designate some streets’ areas as 
“residential parking only”. The 
income generated from the annual 
sale of permits should off-set the cost 
of designating those areas. 
Alternatively, especially in the Broad 
Street and High Barns areas, 
homeowners should be permitted a 
parking spot in one of the 
nearby car parks for free after they 
have bought said permit from the 
council. We live here. 

Not all of us have the land to allow for 
the luxury of a driveway. Ely is 
essentially a market town that has 
become attractive due to city 
planning, the geniality, generosity 
and civility of its people, residents 
and business owners alike. 

The houses were built next to 
formerly unpaved roads through 
which horse-drawn carriages moved. 
You cannot ask the houses nor their 
owners to move back a step. 

I think if the council would employ a 
few people whose job was to fine 
car owner/operators for incorrect 
parking, especially on the High 
Street, it would discourage casual 
parkers, and generate much-needed 
income for road maintenance. It’s a 
matter of checks and balances, I 
believe. 

Mrs Jones’s point, “being able to walk 
around where we live without 
tripping over cars abandoned on the 
pavements” is spot on. I do not 
think I have ever seen a tow truck in 
Ely, nor am I aware of any such 
enterprise operating. Why does Ely 
not have one? They could “rake in a 
fortune” and clear the streets of 
neglected or abandoned vehicles. 

I am all for walking or using public 
transit, wherever possible, but I do 
think residents of Ely with vehicles 
should at least have the option of 
buying annual resident parking 
permits.

'Sick’ thieves target 
cars at crematorium

A FAMILY has become the latest 
target of sick thieves who prey 
on mourners visiting Cambridge 
Crematorium. 

Sallie Curtis, of Ely, has called for 
CCTV at the crematorium, which has 
become the haunt of criminals. 

She was marking what would have 
been her mother Dorothy’s birthday on 
Sunday, May 24, with her daughter Carla, 
a Milton office worker, when criminals 
struck. 

Police officers stood guard at her 
home after thieves broke in to her car 
and stole house keys, a mobile phone 
and other personal belongings in her 
handbag. 

Mrs Curtis, who is a risk-assessment 
manager, said: “My mother’s birthday 
will never feel the same again after this. 

“It is disgusting that thieves are sitting 
there watching people and then stealing 
their things. It’s sick. 

“There must be CCTV put in place. If 
Joanna Lumley can help the Gurkhas 
then I’m sure I can get the council to put 
cameras there. 

“People are visiting the crematorium 
feeling very emotional and thinking of 
other things so signs, which I didn’t 
actually see, warning people not to leave 
their belongings in their cars are just not 
enough. We were told that a thief even 
stole from a car during a funeral.” 

She praised police for being “sensitive” 
and “helpful”.

“The police were fantastic and officers 
told me they’d asked the council to put 
cameras there. It would save a lot of time 
and taxpayers’ money. The police were 
so good they even put a guard outside 
my house because my driving licence 
and keys were taken,” she said. 

There have been several incidents of 
the bereaved being targeted by thieves in 
the crematorium. 

Tracy Lawrence, bereavement services 
manager for Cambridge City Council, 
has not ruled out CCTV 

She added: “We are working with 
Cambridgeshire police looking at ways 
to stop this. We have done a comp¬ 
rehensive survey and looked at CCTV 
among other things, such as parking. 

“The public were consulted and some 
felt that CCTV would intrude on their 
grief so it is a very difficult issue. We are 
looking at a scaled-down version of the 
original plan which could mean some 
CCTV 

“It is mindless that criminals are doing 
this and more so in this setting.” 

The crematorium was also targeted by 
scrap metal thieves in February 2008 
when 150 commemorative bronze 
plaques were stolen. The plaques were 
replaced with granite ones. 

More warning signs are to be erected 
advising people not to leave valuables in 
their cars.

Bishop’s historic return to abbey 



HUNDREDS of people flocked to 
the River Cam to see the Bishop 
of Ely aboard the first of a 
flotilla of pleasure boats. 

For the first time in 550 
years, the bishop, Dr Anthony 
Russell, returned to Biggin 
Abbey in Fen Ditton. 

As part of the Diocese of 
Ely’s 900th anniversary 
celebrations, he was retracing 
a historic journey formerly 
made by his early predecessors 
to their summer residence. 

Leading the crowds, the 
bishop arrived at Baits Bite 
Lock by boat then walked half a 
mile to the abbey. 

The building still bears 
traces of the 13th century 
summer palace where former 


bishops had resided to be close 
to Cambridge University. 

The crowds were then 
entertained by a juggler, 
medieval musicians and 
country dancing from children 
at Fen Ditton Primary School, 
before the bishop led a service 
in Horningsea Church. 

Lindsay Davies, a local 
resident who helped organise 
the historical event, said: “It 
was the most glorious day in 
every respect. 

“As we gently made our way 
down to Horningsea Church, 
passing canoes, cows and 
cyclists, the bishop commented 
that he did not usually spend 
his Sunday mornings in quite 
such a relaxed manner!” 


0AP fined for 
failing to stop 


A PENSIONER failed to tell 
police he had crashed his 
car because his wife was ill 
at home with the flu, a 
court heard.

“He also failed to tell police 
about the crash but the witness 
made a note of his index num¬ 
ber, enabling police to track him 
down.” 

The bench heard how the vict¬ 
im’s car number plates had been 
damaged and pushed inwards as 
a result of the crash. 

Stubbings, of St Johns Road, 
Ely, pleaded guilty at the city’s 
magistrates’ court to driving 
without due care and attention, 
failing to report an accident and 
failing to stop at the scene. 

Unrepresented, he told the 
bench: “I always leave my car in 
gear with the handbrake on but 
when I started my car up it 
shunted forward really quickly. 

“I was baffled with the power it 
went at so I think it must have 


been in third gear instead of first. 

“I did get out of my car to see if 
any damage had been done but 
there was no major scrapes and 
the car was very dirty. 

“If I had had a pencil with me I 
would have left a note of my 
details on the car but I just want¬ 
ed to get home to my wife who 
had the flu. 

“I realise now I should have 
done though.” 

Presiding magistrate, Hamish 
Ross, endorsed five penalty 
points on the pensioner’s licence. 

Stubbings was also fined £150 
and ordered to pay £35 court 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Mr Ross said: “It is common 
courtesy to leave a note with an 
apology on it and your name and 
address. You have more driving 
experience than most and this is 
your first accident in years, so we 
would expect better from you.”

FARM workers were given a 
helping hand in the fields 
last week. 

Cambridgeshire Euro MP 
Richard Howitt visited a GS 
Shropshire farm in Ely to 
meet local and migrant fruit 
and vegetable pickers. 

He even climbed aboard a 
harvesting rig on the visit 
and was shown around 
accommodation provided for 
migrant workers. 

Mr Howitt said: “Here in 
Fenland more than 
anywhere else, local farmers 
have told me that they could 
not survive without the 
migrant workers who help 
alongside local workers to 
get the harvest in and out 
onto the supermarket 
shelves.” 

“Shropshire’s was one of 
the first family firms to reach 
into Europe, using the 
opportunities there to 
safeguard jobs and the 
business here in Ely.” 

The company, which has 
hundreds of farms across 
the country, has ventured 
into Europe to attract 
migrant workers to help 
bring in the harvest, and also 
established growing sites in 


Spain where production, 
under the Ely family’s 
supervision, now allows 
them to keep shop shelves 
full all year around. 

Beverley Dixon, human 
resources director at 
Shropshire’s, said: “We 
have a long history of 


employing migrant workers. 

“We have a core 
workforce of 700 people 
most of which are local, 
British employees. 

“But in the summer, when 
it is harvest and picking 
time, that number rises to 
around 3,000, the majority of 


which are migrant workers. 

“British workers are not 
prepared to do physical 
summer work and generally 
do not want it. 

“By employing migrant 
workers, we do not just give 
them a job, we give them a 
future.”

A NEW charity event has been launched 
in Cambridgeshire - aimed at helping 
people with multiple sclerosis.

Packs go out to burglary victims 


BURGLARY victims are being given 
an information pack to help them 
overcome the ordeal. 

The packs, which contain crime 
prevention advice, are being 
delivered across Cambridge and 
the Ely area. 

Detective Inspector Adam Gall¬ 
op, who is leading Cambridge’s 
burglary crackdown, Operation 
Hamilton, is writing to burglary 
victims explaining how to use the 
pack and what police are doing to 
tackle burglaries. 


The letter tells victims that 
officers are working to solve their 
burglary and aims to reassure 
residents that even if all lines of 
enquiry are exhausted, their case 
will be reviewed if new evidence 
comes to light or property is found. 

The pack is delivered by a local 
PCSO, who will offer advice on 
home security. For those homes 
with various security issues, a 
more in-depth visit can be 
arranged with staff from the force’s 
crime reduction unit. 


DI Gallop said: “From the 
beginning of this year burglary has 
been our top priority for 
Cambridgeshire and this pack has 
been developed to reinforce the 
support we have in place for 
victims and to help people under¬ 
stand how burglaries are 
investigated. 

“The crime prevention tools 
contained in this pack will give 
residents some great, cost-free 
ways of safeguarding their prop¬ 
erty.”

A breath test at Ely police station 
showed Sismey had 88 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. The 
legal limit for driving is 35 micrograms. 

Sismey, of Brick Lane, Mepal, ad¬ 
mitted driving while over the legal 
alcohol limit when he appeared at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court. 


He told the bench: “I had not slept 
from a heavy party the night before and 
then went to pick my partner up. I 
thought I would be okay to drive. 

“I am deeply ashamed of doing it 
again and it is pathetic I know” 
Presiding magistrate, Hamish Ross, 
banned Sismey for three years. He was 
also fined £150 and ordered to pay £60 
court costs and a £15 victim surcharge.

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Partners unite to 
hit rogue traders

DODGY builders and rogue traders 
have been targeted by police. 

Operation Hassle involved teams of 
officers working alongside officers from 
Trading Standards, the Environment Agency, 
councils and HM Revenue and Customs to 
target known “hot-spots”. 

More than 40 police officers and 20 
officers from partner agencies took part in 
the Cambridgeshire police operation. 

Officers carried out patrols in areas where 
so-called “cold callers” and rogue traders are 
known to operate. 

Two men were arrested on suspicion of 
fraud offences in Landbeach and Sutton, five 
men were arrested on suspicion of fraud by 
false representation following raids in 
Chatteris and Doddington, and another man 
was arrested at Stretham on suspicion of 
immigration offences. 

Some 94 vehicles were stop checked, three 
vehicles were seized for no insurance, and 
five motorists were fined or reported for 
traffic offences. 

Inspector Dick Turner said: “I am very 
pleased with the day’s work and the number 
of stop checks carried out is likely to rise.”

Bird watchers 
flock in to see 
a rare visitor 

A RARE visitor to Britain is causing a 
flap at Wicken Fen nature reserve. 

An unusual squacco heron 
(Ardeola Ralloides) has been spotted 
on the reserve’s Baker Fen. 

After hearing of its arrival on the 
internet, bird watchers from across 
the region flocked to the National 
Trust reserve to see the mystical bird. 

Ralph Sargeant, former Wicken 
Fen warden, has been bird watching 
at the reserve for more than 40 
years. 

He said: “It is fantastic to see this 
rare bird as it is the first time it has 
been spotted here. It is creating a lot 
of interest among visitors.” 

The squacco normally resides in 
the warmer climes of southern 
Europe and spends its winters in 
Africa. 

The heron, typically 46cm in height 
and weighing around 300 grams, 
prefers permanent or temporary 
freshwater wetlands with abundant 
Rare sight: a rare squacco heron has been spotted at marsh vegetation, reed beds, nearby 
Wicken Fen nature reserve. cr bushes, trees and scrub.

Fraud fears over 
swine flu tablets 


HEALTH bosses have issued 
a swine flu fraud alert to stop 
doctors and patients selling 
anti-viral drugs on the black 
market. 

The outbreak has prompted 
Cambridgeshire and Hertfordshire’s 
primary care trusts (PCTs) to be on 
the alert for fraud surrounding the 
respiratory disease. 

Fraud officers at the health 
authorities fear that doctors may 
sell the anti-viral drug Tamiflu on 
the black market or obtain it for 
family and friends. 

They are also worried that 
unscrupulous traders will sell fake 
batches of the drug to desperate 
members of the public. 

The Weekly News found a website 
offering to sell a batch of 100 75mg 
Tamiflu tablets for £750. Another 
was offering the same 100 pills for 
£359. 

The recommended dose is 75mg 
daily for five days and the prev¬ 
ention dosage is 75mg capsule 
every alternate day. 

In a document leaked to the 
Weekly News, East and North

Hertfordshire PCT and West Hert¬ 
fordshire PCT said: “Hertfordshire 
PCTs are aware that there is a 
heightened risk of fraud due to the 
recent outbreak of swine flu.” 

It went on to outline the various 
risks. 

GPs were told to keep an eye out 
for patients registering at several 
surgeries in a bid to obtain num¬ 
erous doses of the drug Tamiflu. 

And they warn that doctors and 
other health staff could abuse their 
position and obtain the drugs 
“unfairly” to distribute to friends 
and family. 

It also claims doctors and health 
professionals could get the drugs 
and sell them illegally on the black 
market. 

And there are fears con artists 
could send emails to patients with 
links to websites that claim to be 
able to sell anti-viral drugs, but are 
in fact a cover for stealing credit 
card or bank details. Meanwhile, 
counterfeit anti-virals could be 


offered for sale through websites. 

Francesca Pillow, local anti-fraud 
specialist for East and North Hert¬ 
fordshire PCT, which covers Roy- 
ston, said: “We have had no cases 
of fraud concerning anti-virals 
reported to us so far but we 
thought that prevention is better 
than cure and so released a pre¬ 
emptive alert to GPs.” 

Detective Chief Inspector Ion 
Hutchinson of Cambridgeshire 
police said: “We are not aware of 
any reports of this type of fraud so 
far but we are monitoring the 
situation.” 

A spokeswoman for NHS 
Cambridgeshire said: “Fraud is 
taken very seriously by NHS Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“The supply of Tamiflu is strictly 
dispensed and monitored in 
accordance with protocol and we 
currently undertake secure stock 
control procedures.” 

The fraud warning comes as a 
fifth case of the illness was 
confirmed in Cambridgeshire. 

The patient was recovering well, 
according to an NHS spokesman

I T’S set to be an action- 
packed summer for kids in 
Cambridge-thanks to the 
city’s Children’s Festival.

GARDENING 


Manicured gardens 
‘are out of fashion’ 


G ardeners are likely to 
return to native 
plants that give value 
for money, with an 
emphasis on low-cost 
options and a merge of 
vegetables within the 
flower border. 

So says Andrew Duff, director of 
garden design courses at Inchbald 
School of Garden Design 
( www.inchbald.co.uk ) who toured 
Chelsea with me last week to 
point out the trends we are likely 
to be seeing in the coming year. 

“Next year is going to be much 
fluffier, but in a naturalistic way,” 
he says. 

“Our native species need 
shouting about - we’ll see more of 
the viburnum, the oak and other 
plants which attract wildlife. We 
may still see manicured touches, 
but using native species.” 

Colours will be moody - fewer 
brilliant colours, more blood reds 
and blacks, he predicts. Deep 
purple irises and blood-red 
aquilegias were the prevalent 
plants at Chelsea, while alliums, 
dahlias and tulips were not. 

“People are only using things 
that are tried and trusted. They 
don’t want to splash out on 
designs that are going to be 
temporary. People are playing it 
quite safe. Now is not the time to 
make a mistake. They want cool, 
calm and subtle,” Duff says. 

“Fashion has gone into the 80s, 
with shoulder pads and colours, 
and maybe gardens will start to 
come that way in the end. At 
Chelsea I was expecting moody 
blacks and greys but I also

expected some big wow-factor 
fluorescent colours like oranges, 
which is what is happening in 
fashion - but not in the garden. 

“But we are much more 
conscious about what materials 
we are using. Now we will see a 
bigger sweep of British natives 
coming in. 

“There’s a lot of black - black 
walls, black fencing, black grasses 
- which is great for our grey skies. 
And there are some lovely blood 
reds. Black gives a great deal of 
depth to a small space. In a small 
garden it can be really effective.” 

People are going to be growing 
more plants from seed because of 
the ongoing “grow your own” 
campaign and the economic 
climate, he predicts. 

“Mixing the vegetables in the 
border is really nice. It can work 
well. Space is at a premium and 
this is a good compromise, so you 
can have something pretty and 
have vegetables.” 

The grassy, fluffy foliage of 
fennel works beautifully in flower 
borders, adding texture and 
movement, while the deep foliage 
of other vegetables can provide a 
good contrast in the flower 
border, along with pretty 


flowering herbs such as chives and 
thyme. 

Ultimately, our gardens will 
reflect the release from the current 
stranglehold of the recession. 

“Gone are the days of carefully 
manicured gardens,” Duff says. 
“There’s a more rough and ready 
approach, a return to allowing 
things to look slightly out of place. 
Our houses have become very 
ordered and structured, and the 
garden will give us a release from 
that.” 

BEST OF THE BUNCH: 

Armeria (Thrift/Sea pink) 

This pretty, dainty perennial, 
often found in seaside gardens, 
brightens up any border or 
rockery at this time of year, with 
pink, red or white flowerheads 
topping grass-like, densely-packed 
leaves. Thrift, which grows only to 
around eight inches (20cm) in 
height, looks great at the front of 
dry and sunny borders, is drought 
tolerant, long-flowering and 
makes an ideal edging plant. 

Our native variety, A maritima, 
flowers from May to July and you 
can have different colours if you 
choose a named variety such as 
“Alba” (white), “Laucheana” (rich 
pink) or “Bloodstone” (dark red). 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT: 

Globe artichoke 

As trends move towards 
ornamental edibles, make a space 
in your garden for globe 
artichokes, which sit as easily in 
the flower border as they do in the 
vegetable patch. The bit you eat is 
the base of the mature flower bud, 
which can be braised in stock, 
although I prefer to boiled them 
and then eat the fleshy part of the 
overlapping leaves dipped in 
vinaigrette before getting to the 
artichoke heart. They need a 
sunny, sheltered site with well- 
drained, moisture-retentive soil to 
which plenty of organic matter has 
been added. They can be bought 
as small, pot-grown plants, seeds 
or offsets and need to be grown 
three-foot (90cm) apart, or spaced 
in a flower border. Take off any 
flower heads produced in the first 
year. They crop best in their 
second and third years, after 
which they can be discarded. 

Weed and water plants well, 
especially during dry spells. If you 
only want one big flower head, 
remove side shoots on each stem. 
When harvesting in May and June, 
cut the immature flower heads 
with secateurs just above a leaf 
junction, before the scales start to 
open, or they will become tough. 

THREE WAYS TO: 

Prevent tomato problems. 

J. To help prevent late blight - 
the most common problem - grow 
tomato plants under cover and 
don’t leave unharvested potatoes 
in the soil as they can infect 
subsequent crops. You can also 
use a copper-based fungicide as a 
preventative spray. 

2. Water your tomato plants 
regularly to prevent blossom-end 
rot and fruit splitting. 

3. Remove sideshoots regularly 
as the plant grows to ensure it 
remains healthy and crops well.

New Zed has the X factor 


NISSAN’S 350Z sports car had a 
dream start in life, writes Iain 
Dooley: critically acclaimed and 
embraced by the buying public, 
the compact coupe possessed all 
the right attributes. 

The same appears to be happening 
again with the, wait for it, 370Z. 
However, despite the risks involved, 
Nissan has taken a brave pill: this 
second album equivalent is not 
simply more of the same but an 
altogether more upbeat compilation. 

Dodgy music references aside, the 
370Z has been designed to deliver all 
that was great about the 350Z but in a 
slightly smaller, more concentrated 
package. If the older car was viewed 
as something for everyone, this new 
model has been devised to appeal to 
the more discerning enthusiast. 

Don’t confuse this approach with 
being elitist, though. The 370Z hasn’t 
been designed to exclude sections of 
the buying public, only leave the 
surplus weight and fat behind plus 
add a little dash of clever technology 
for good measure. 

Progress in the intervening years 
has led to a demand for more power. 
So, the 370Z comes with a 3.7-litre V6 


- up from the 350Z’s 3.5-litre lump. 
The result is 331bhp, 5.4 seconds 
from rest to 62mph and a 155mph 
top speed. 

Then there’s the car’s size, which is 
instantly noticeable as being smaller 
than the 350Z. It’s 100mm shorter in 
the wheelbase in a bid to increase 
agility and driver enjoyment. This 
wide, squat stance is perfectly in tune 
with the car’s more aggressive nose 
and stubby rear end. 

Along with less in the length 
department, the engineers have 
managed to keep the car’s weight 
down - always the scourge of 
performance motoring - despite the 
increase in safety kit and comforts. 

For many the default choice will be 
the six-speed manual gearbox. The 
unit’s hefty gearshift action is full of 
feel yet short of throw, allowing 
positive, confidence-inspiring gear 
shifts at a pace you can dictate. 
There’s also the car’s Syncro Rev 
Control (available on GT Pack and GT 
Ultimate grades) which mimics the 
classic heel-and-toe action by 
matching the engine revs when you 
change down. It’s a great addition - 
even for experienced drivers - and 


certainly smoothes out the process. 
And, of course, you can turn it off. 

For the first time for UK buyers you 
also get the choice of a seven-speed 
auto gearbox, complete with paddle 
shifters. This, too, includes a throttle 
blip for the downchange, and 
gearchanges are always predictable 
and smooth. 

Electronic trickery aside, the 370Z’s 
main focus is on entertaining and 
flattering you. And it’s a job it does 
extremely well. That 3.7-litre V6 is 
willing and tuneful, never short of 
puff. The inclusion of a limited slip 
differential for this rear-wheel drive 
car lets you to corner with 
confidence and have fun at the same 
time - if you know what you’re doing. 

Make no mistake, this is a rapid 
and responsive machine. Any flab or 
excess you thought the 350Z had has 
now gone, replaced by sharper 
reflexes and and an altogether more 
urgent approach to motoring. 

And the driving environment? Oh 
yes, it’s got a nice cabin and 
comfortable, supportive seats. The 
fascia is better built and of higher 
quality materials, but you’ll be more 
intersted no doubt in driving the

socks off the 370Z than admiring the 
buttons for the stereo. 

It does have a nice stereo, though. 
And the option of a pretty good 
satnav unit, too. In fact, the car is 
very well equipped for the various 
asking prices - certainly more so 
than any close rival in terms of 
performance or price. 

And that’s one thing Nissan has 
refused to change about the Zed, as it 
remains excellent value for money. 

Basically 

However it managed it, the firm has 
done it again with the 370Z. In music 
terms the car has broken the second 
album jinx and is heading for the top 
of the charts.

Electric cars ‘only part of 
the solution’, says report 


THE Government cannot 
meet its vehicle emission 
targets by simply 
promoting the use of 
electric cars, a report by 
the Institution of 
Mechanical Engineers 
(IMechE) said this week. 

It added that the 
Government should bring 
forward to 2010 its offer 
of a £5,000 subsidy for 
the buyers of electric cars 


from 2011. 

With the right 
investment and planning, 
IMechE said it believed 
engineers could create 
cars that emit a mere 30g 
of carbon dioxide per 
kilometre by 2050. 

The report said this 
2050 target is the one that 
the Government should 
use instead of its 
lOOg/km by 2020 target. 
The institution 
said it believed a 
30g figure was 
achievable if this 
target is set 
immediately. 

The report adds: 
“This will allow 
sufficient time for 
industry to plan and 
develop the 


technologies, thereby 
helping to secure a 
successful future for the 
UK automotive industry, 
which currently employs 
850,000 people and has a 
turnover of £50 billion.” 

The report’s five 
recommended 
technologies are hybrid, 
fuel cell, hydrogen, 
battery-only electric cars 
- and advanced petrol 
and diesel. 

IMechE automotive 
division chairman Richard 
Folkson said: “We are 
telling the Government to 
set the targets but to 
leave the engineers to 
figure out how it can be 
done - and electric cars 
alone will not be the 
answer.”

GIVE YOUR CAR A WINTER WORKOUT WITH THE RMIF 


Hie onset of winter can be bad news for motorists. Little light, bad weather and worse roads 
conspire to make driving tiring, unpleasant, and sometimes even dangerous. 

Every journey is an opportunity to prevent the worst from happening, and there is a great 
deal of preventative action that you can undertake yourself. 

Before setting off: 

make sure that the car has enough fuel 

let someone know your intended movements 

listen to traffic news and weather forecasts, and wear warm clothing. 

Naturally, the need for seasonal preparation also extends to the various systems that run the 
car, so make sure that the anti-freeze in the car is fresh. Insufficient or ‘old’ anti-freeze can 
cause hose, water pump or other major units to fail leading to overheating. Anti-freeze should 
be changed every two years due to the deterioration of the corrosion inhibitors, or according 
to manufacturer recommendations. 

Other things to do include: 

make sure the battery is in good condition 

on cold mornings use a de-icer on windows, or a scraper - NEVER hot water 
check that the screen wash is not clogged and that the bottle is topped up for use, and

make sure that an additive is used to stop it freezing 

check windscreen wipers for wear and replace them if necessary 

make sure that all heaters and ventilation systems are working so that misting is minimised 

give all external lights and mirrors a thorough clean 

headlamps should be correctly aligned 

the tread depth should be at least 1.6mm across the central three-quarters of the breadth of 
the tread and around the entire circumference, and there should be no cuts or cracks 
spray damp inhibitor into the door locks to prevent seizing up. 

Once the car is ready for winter, you should make sure it is carrying emergency equipment so 
that, if the worst happens, you are ready too. 

Useful supplies could include: torch, spare batteries and bulbs, screen scraper / de-icer, 
jump leads, warning triangle, first-aid kit, ‘hands free’ mobile phone / phone card / cash, 
blankets and warm jacket / robust shoes (in case of breakdown), shovel (to clear snow if 
necessary), fire extinguisher, rope (for towing if necessary), road atlas, maps etc. 

Essentially, safety in the winter comes down to four things: 1 Check your car. 2. Be prepared 
for anything. 3. Be cautious. 4. Monitor your speed.

GOLDIE Sayers faces a battle 
against time to keep her IAAF 
World Championship javelin 
medal hopes alive. 

The former King’s School, Ely 
student - now living and training in 
Cambridge - was on course to 
cement her place as one of the best 
throwers in the world in Germany, to 
follow her displays at last year’s 
Olympics. 

But Sayers has suffered a big 
setback after being diagnosed with a 
partial stress fracture of her lower 
back, which looks set to keep her on 
the sidelines for six weeks. 

And that will raise question marks 
over her participation at the world 
championships in Berlin, from 
August 15 to 23. 

“I’m gutted to have picked up an 
injury at this stage of the season, 
particularly as I was in such good 
shape,” said Sayers. 

“The injury itself is not too bad, 
but the timing is. 

“However, I have every confidence 
in the team I work with to make a full 
recovery and we are all working 
cautiously towards a two-fold goal. 

“Primarily, it is to ensure the 


fracture is fully healed and does not 
have any lingering affect on my 
progression towards being at my 
peak for London 2012. 

“Secondly, it is to make all feasible 
yet safe preparations for this 
summer’s world championships in 
Berlin, which I still believe is a 
realistic goal. 

“Training had been progressing 
well and I am keeping a positive 
frame of mind that 2009 can still be a 
successful year for me.” 

Sayers is one of the favourites for a 
podium place in Berlin after her 
performance at the Beijing Olympics, 
when she set a British record 65.75m 
on her way to fourth place. 

And the 26-year-old thrower made 
a promising start to her season at the 
Loughborough International in mid- 
May when she threw 59.77m. 

But that will remain her only event 
until at least the middle of fuly. 

Sayers has been ruled out of next 
week’s Super8 competition in Cardiff, 
the European Team Championships 
in Leira, Portugal, on lune 20 and 21 
and the Aviva UK Championships 
and World Championship Trials in 
Birmingham from fuly 10 to 12.
